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MISSIONARY MEETING. 


The annual meeting in aid of the Methodist 
ussionary society was held in the Church 
ere on Munday evoning lest. The attendance 
»ad not as large as the object of the moeting 
ieserved. Tue anthem “1! have set watch- 
ueh Upon thy wally” was sung by the choir, 
sfter which the 744th hymna was sung 
vy those assembled The meeting Was 
pened with prayer by the Rev. Mr. Baird. 
Mr. KR. Uardisty, having been voted to the 
hair, gave a short adiress detailing the 
srincipal points of the aitssiovery work now 
veing carried on throughout the world, and 
asking that those preseut should du what 
vaey could to belp on the cause which was 
dving so much fur the world at large. Tae 
scople here had always given liberaily and 
2¢ hoped they would not be behind cn tha 
uresent occasion. Every one was inecested 
uthe progress of christicnity and showing 
their interest’ by deeds would encourage 
those who seutibe gospel into this countrys 
and would say to them more loudly than 
words “come vver te Macedonis—or Edmon- 
ton—and heip us.’ 

The choir then sarg the sacred chorus 
On to Victory.” 

Rey. John McDougall, of Bow river, 
ehairman of the Sascatchewan Methodist 
Missionary District, adidressed the meet- 
ng atsome length, giving i/lustrations of the 
ogress of the work in this country, which 
vad come under hie observation during 
aimost a lifetime of missionary labor. He 
showed that the influence of chriscian mis- 

aries in the Nurth- west had dune «a great 
deal towards not only christianizing but also 

Wilizing the native tribes—christianiiy and 
civilization geing hand in hand. He alluded 
te the practice of polygamy among the pagan 
indians a3 producing a low standard of morals 
sud contributing greatly to the state ef 
meral degradation to which they rapidly fall 
when brought in contact with the coarser 
factors of civilization, and claimed that in 
ringing about the abolition of polyzamy 
alone the christian churches had done mure te 
© Vilize the Indian than all the efforts tbat 
sad been put ferth by the government. 

The choir then gave the anthem “One 
thing have I desired of the Lord.” 

Mr. T. Anderson, timber agert, being 
eailed upon, said that although a stranger 
bere and unprepared io give a speech, be 
wae glad to be present and assist on such an 
ceasion. He said that when those whic, like 
himself had perhaps only @ secundary interest, 
but still an interest in the missivnary work 
saw face to face, as in the present insiance, 


the men who had with their lives in their | 


ands fearlessly proclaime! the gospel 
‘hroagheut this country aud devoted their 
whole time aud abilities to the work cf 
‘brstianizing and civilizing the older inhabi- 
tants of it, they could not help giving what 
they could afford to assist them in,their work, 
while wishing it and them every success. 

“Happy Land” was next sung by the 
ehoir. 

Rev. Mr. Baird, pastor of the Presbyterian 
congregation jbere, was then called upon. 
tte said that the subject of missions was one 
en which all denominations could unite. 
Missionary work in this country was new to 
him, asthe church to whict he belonged had 
‘urued the yreater part of its elforta towards 
ether and more distant lands,as the field here 
was fully occupied by the Methodist and Eng- 
ush churches. He spoke of the success of the 
Presbyterian missions in Formosa, the New 
Hebdridees and other places, and of the duty 
thatevery Chrota.n owed to his fellow man. 
He showed that the natives here were not eo 
utterly depraved a» some supposed —making a 
special pointof their well known honesty— 
and thata considerable part of their depravity 
was chargeable to the presence of the whites. 
Hie thought that these who were brought so 
close te them as the peopie of Edmenten were 
not freed of their obligations by giving money 
alone, but owed at least a day's work to the 
cause, They should go to the Indians around 
them personally, anu kindly, by example and 
precept, try to lead them tw the better life of 
Christianity ; speaking to them, not mecessari- 
ly in the Cree language, but ia that higher, 
universal language —the language of love.

A SICKNESS is prevalent here just now, sup- 
posed to be a mild form of mountain fever 
Those suffering from it are principally persons 
who came in last summer. [tis mot severe 
enough generally to make the patient bed 
fast, but just enough to make him utterly 
miserable and useless. Intermittent pains in 
the head and bones with stight chills and fe- 
ver are the symptoms. So tar no cases have 
terminated fatally in this vicinity. 

On Monday evening last a meeting of the 
members of the Methodist congregation was 
held in Mr. M. McCauley’s house to see what 
could be done to induce the Rev. J. A. Me 
Lachlan, of Victoria, to remove te Edmonton, 
until aminister could be supplied by the con 
ference. Considerable discussion took place, 
but nothing detinite was donz, so the congre- 
gation here will be witheut a minister at least 
until next summer. It is now a year anda 
half since the last regular Methodist minister 
left here. 

Formerly, and up to the present year, it 
was the practice togo frem Edmonton to Bow 
tiver and Fort McLeod for supplies, as they 
were more plentiful and cheaper there, but 
now this condition of affairs is reversed. 
Goods are plentiful here, and owing to the 
appropriation by the United States Govern- 
ment of the Missouri steamers during high 
water last summer for the transport of Indi- 
ans, theyre searce there, so Ed. McPherson 
intends to start to-day with an outfit for some 
poiut in that country. He will take car‘s. 

Tue able-bodied ones of the Battle River, 

Pigeon Lake and Peace Hiils Indians are off to 
the Plains after buffalo, which are said to be 
in the neighborhood of the Hand Hills on the 
Red Deer River. Some of them went off six 
weeks avo and have not been heard of since, 
while others are going all the time, so that it 
is presty certain they are at least 
enough te live on. [tl was re: orted they had 
sent in for the destitute ones of the bands, 
who were leit at home, but this is net so, for 
they are still there, and in a destitute con 
dition.
